DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claim 1-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed to a method for managing latency comprising receiving both high- 
order and low-order sources. The prior arts in the record fail to teach or make obvious to 
a method comprising synchronizing high-order and low-order outputs by adjusting a 
pointer for the low-order sources based on the provisioning bit within a structure of the 
claim. These features are claimed in the independent claims 1,11 and 19 and render 
them allowable.
